The Mail Service. 

Superintendent Bb. M. Turner, of the post- 
office department, furnishes the folgwing in- 
formation regarding the Florida mails: 

All mail originating outside of the state of 
Florida will be sent to destination in that state 
by whatever routes may remain open, from 
day to day, and by whichitcan be delivered 
withont passing through infected or quaran- 
tined districts. 

All mail from Florida will be concentrated 
at a fumigation station near Waycross, Ga., 
and be thoroughly fumigated and forwarded to 
destination. 

No mail will be sent to any route through 
an infected or quarantined district. Mail will 
be diverted, day by day, over whatever routes 
may. be necessary to enable it to reach office of 
destination without passing through infected 
territory. 

[It hasbeen recommended to the postoffice 
department to have all registered mail, here- 
tofore sent to Jacksonville, Fla., for distribu- 
tion, to be sent to Savannah, Ga. Registered 
matter intended for the city of Jacksonville 
will be sent direct over the Atlantic coast line 
from Savannah to Jackeonville. That forall 
other points will-be sent by whatever route 
inay be necessary to avoid the probability of 
detention by quarantine and of infection. 

All registered matter from tho state of Flor- 
ida will be sent over the same routes as other 
matter to the fumigation station at Waycross,

Mr. H. T. Baya, a leading merchant and 
representative citizen of Jacksonville, Fla., is 
at Salt Springs. Mr. Baya believes that the 
fever at Jacksonville will pot prove a fatal or 
as general asis anticipated. The authorities 
have taken the most stringent measures to 
prevent its spread, and it is hoped they can 
confine it to narrow limits. 

WHO CAN VOTE? 
Only Such Persons as Register in Accordan¢te 
With Law May Vote. 

As election day approaches people begin 
making inquiries about the way registration 
will be conducted and how electors shall pro- 
ceed in order to qualify them for voting. 

In the first place, only such persons as are 
citizens of Georgia can vote, and only such 
persons as are citizens of Fulton county will be 
allowed to vote in Fulton. The qualifications 
are that a person shall have resided in the 
state one year and in the county six months 
next preceding the election, and that he shall 
register in accordance with law. 

Citizens who are desirous of voting in the 
next general election are admonished that if 
they neglect to register they will be deprived 
of the privilege of voting. This is the law. 
The managers of election have proyled for 
registration. The registrars will open their 
ofiices next week. 

The books will be opened, respectively, for 
the north and south Atlanta districts at No. 


20 North Broad street and at the county court- 


house on the 24th day of August, 1858, and 
will close the 22d day .of September, 1888. 
The registration to be had for the election of 
governor, statehouse officers, members of the
